Adams, Joseph Bernard (1st Lt.): En- 
tered service October 1, 1940; was re- 
ported missing in action February 4, 
1944. Served with Company K, 35th 
Division with the 8th Air Force in the 
European theatre. 


Allen, Robert L. (PFC): Entered serv- 
ice September 27, 1943; killed in action 
in Germany, March 2, 1945. Served 
with Company G, 376 Infantry, 94th 
Division in the European theatre. 
Campaigns of St. Nazaire, France, on 
patrol duty; through Saar and Moselle 
Triangle. Awarded Good Conduct 
medal, Combat Infantryman’s badge, 
Purple Heart and ETO ribbon. 


Ballard, Gail C. (Lt.): Entered serv- 
ice, date unknown. Killed in action on 
Anzio beachhead, strafing the Panzer 
Division of Germany, on January 26, 
1944. Awarded EAMET ribbon, ETO 
ribbon and Purple Heart. 


Barbour, Charles La Verne (F/O): 
Entered service in 1940; killed in a 
plane crash April 21, 1943, over the 
Atlantic ocean. Served with 137th In- 
fantry, Company L, and transferred to 
Air Corps. Was commissioned flight 
officer on December 13, 1932, being 
one of first commissioned. Awarded 
Purple Heart, American Theatre rib- 
bon, American Defense ribbon and 
Pre-Pearl Harbor ribbon. “One of first 
Eagle Scouts of Pratt. Belonged to 
National Guard when it was first or- 
ganized.” 


LULD STAR RUSTER 


Barrett, Arthur Miller (Lt.): Entered 
service July, 1938; died February 16, 
1945, in Japanese prison at Moji, Ja- 
pan. Entered Navy as an interne and 
was serving in foreign waters when 
Japan attacked Pearl Harbor. Awarded 
Asiatic-Pacific theatre ribbon with 
Bronze Star, and citation of Gold Star 
in lieu of second Bronze Star for meri- 
torious service as medical officer while 
a prisoner of the Japanese. Citation by 
James Forrestal, Secretary of Navy, read: “A gallant and loyal 
officer, Lt. Barrett, by his superb professional ability, great personal 
valor, and stout-hearted devotion to his fellow men, served as an 
inspiration to each prisoner on board and upheld the highest tradi- 
tions of the U. S. Naval Service.” Citation presenting the Gold Star 
read: “Lt. Barrett, by his outstanding fortitude and self-sacrificing 
devotion to his fellow men, served as an inspiration to all prisoners 
and upheld the highest traditions of the U. S. Naval Service. He 
gallantly gave his life that others might live.” Was at the fall of 
Corregidor and in Bilibid prison in Manila nearly three years, and 
on death cruise to Japan early in 1945. He died of malnutrition 
and overwork in attempting to care for his men. His ashes were 
returned and interred at Greenlawn Cemetery, October 23, 1948. 


Bird, Howard G. (Pvt.): Entered serv- 
ice January 27, 1943; killed in action 
April 28, 1944. Served in the European 
theatre. Lost his life 31 days before 
the Normandy Invasion when Ger- 
mans sank a landing boat in the Eng- 
lish Channel. 


Bishop, Lester M. (RM 3/c): Entered 
service January 4, 1942; lost at sea in 
Gulf of Mexico, June 19, 1943. Served 
in U.S. Navy in Naval Air Corps TS 
15 at Kingsville, Texas, and in Gulf 
of Mexico. 


Cobean, Raymond L. (Lt.): Entered 
service March 29, 1942; killed in ac- 
tion on Okinawa by Japanese snipers 
in July, 1945. Served with 310 CITC, 
Detachment Headquarters, 10th Army, 
in the Pacific theatre. 


Cochran, Dean E. (Lt.): Entered serv- 
ice May 15, 1943; killed in crash of a 
Naval training plane in Wheeling, IIll., 
March 13, 1945, while a flight instruc- 
tor at Glenview, Ill. Served at Tucson, 
Ariz.; Dallas, Texas; New Orleans, La. 
Received his wings at New Orleans, 
April, 1944. 


Doan, August W. (Bill) (Segt.): En- 
tered service, date unknown; died of 
wounds received in action in New 
Guinea, May 16, 1944. Served with 
Company C, Engineer Combat Bat- 
talion in the Pacific area. Awarded 
Asiatic-Pacific ribbon and Purple 
Heart. Body was returned and re- 
buried at Greenlawn cemetery, Feb- 
ruary 22, 1949. 


Cornett, Tradford R. (PFC): Entered 
service December 26, 1939; killed in 
action at St. Lo, France, July 14, 
1944. Served with 35th Division, 137th 
Infantry Company L. Awarded Purple 
Heart, Was buried in U.S. military 
cemetery at St. Laurent, France, and 
body was returned to Pratt and re- 
buried in Greenlawn cemetery on Feb- 
ruary 3, 1948. 


Dow, Wilbur H. (PFC): Entered serv- 
ice December, 1940; received wounds 
in Battle of St. Lo, France, which 
resulted in his death October 1, 1944. 
Served with Company L, 137th In- 
fantry, 35th Division in the ETO. 
Awarded American Defense ribbon, 
American Theatre ribbon, ETO ribbon 
with Bronze Star and Purple Heart. 


Cosgrove, Gleason J, (S 2/c): Entered 
service February 26, 1944; lost in ac- 
tion aboard USS Hull in typhoon, De- 
cember 18, 1944. Served in U.S. Navy 
in the Pacific theatre. 


Dye, Vernon E. (2nd Lt.): Entered 
service December, 1941; killed in 
plane crash into Sweetwater moun- 
tains in Texas, October 25, 1942. Was 
a pilot instructor at Perrin Field, 
Sherman, Texas. Awarded Gold Star 
citation. 


Cozens, Richard N. (Cpl.): Entered 
service April 21, 1942; drowned in 
Panama Canal, November 4, 1942. 
Served with 68th Chemical Company 
of the Chemical Warfare service. 
Body was returned for re-burial at 
Cairo, Kansas. 


Fletcher, Jack V. (MM 3/c): Entered 
service March 27, 1944; reported miss- 
ing in action near the Philippines, De- 
cember 11, 1944. Served on USS Reid, 
destroyer. Served at Farragut, Idaho; 
Shoemaker, Calif., and the Pacific 
theatre. Was in the Philippine inva- 
sion at Leyte. Awarded Asiatic-Pacific 
ribbon with three Bronze Stars, Navy 
Cross for extraordinary heroism, 


Purple Heart with Oak-leaf Cluster 
and Philippine Liberation ribbon with 
Silver Star. 


French, Leo W., Jr, (Lt.): Entered 
service April 3, 1942; missing in action 


DaVault, James Beal (S 1/c): Entered 
service December 7, 1940; was serving 
on USS City Service Toledo when it 
was sunk in the Gulf of Mexico, 
June 13, 1942. It was the first voyage 
of the ship. Served as captain of gun 
crew. Awarded American Defense rib- 
bon, Purple Heart, Good Conduct 
medal and Navy citation. 


on Anzio beachhead, March 2, 1944. 
Served with 10th Engineers Combat 
Division in the ETO. Served in North 
Africa, Sicily and Italy. Was with 
army of invasion into Sicily and Italy 
and was under fire from enemy planes 
at all times. Awarded two Purple 
Hearts, Presidential citation, letters of 
commendation from superior officers. . 
Stepped on a mine and was killed 
instantly. 


Gay, Dennis H. (Cpl.): Entered serv- 
ice February 11, 1942. Was killed by 
explosion of a mine while on field 
maneuver practice at Camp Robinson, 
Arkansas, January 12, 1945. Was 
buried at Greenlawn at Pratt, Kansas. 
Served with infantry at Attu, Kiska 
and Aleutian Chain Group. Awarded 
Good Conduct medal. When he first 
entered service he was in Company 
G, 134th Infantry. He was sent to 
island of Adak of the Aleutian chain, 
August 38, 1942. He returned to the 
United States in April 16, 1944, and 
was sent to Camp Chaffee, Arkansas, 
and later to Camp Robinson to help 
train recruits, and was killed by an 
accidental explosion of a land mine. 


Hamilton, Fred C. (Lt.): Entered 
service before war, date unknown. 
Served with U.S. Navy on the USS 
Wasp, USS Shangri-La in the Pacific 
theatre. Awarded Bronze Star medal 
for meritorious achievement as land- 
ing signal officer aboard USS Shangri- 
La, Air Medal for meritorious achieve- 
men in aerial flight as pilot of a fight- 
er plane and a section leader in 
Fighting Squadron 71 attached to the 
USS Wasp on Guadalcanal and other 
islands in the Pacific. Also awarded 
American Defense ribbon, Asiatic-Pa- 
cific ribbon, American Theatre ribbon 
and World War II Victory medal. 
Body returned and re-buried at Pratt, 
August, 1948. 


Gilliland, George B. (PFC): Entered 
service March 21, 1942; was killed in 
Germany, February 25, 1945. Served 
with Company A, 358th Infantry, Di- 
vision 90, in the ETO. Participated 
in Normandy Beach landing and the 
“Battle of the Bulge.’ Awarded 
EAMET ribbon, American Area rib- 
bon, Purple Heart and World War II 
Victory medal. Received shrapnel in 
both hips and one leg. 


Harding, Ralph (Segt.): Entered serv- 
ice November 12, 1942; died in a plane 
crash in England December 9, 1943, at 
Bovington Hart, England. 


Gobin, Raymond H. (Ensign): Entered 
service January 1, 1942; killed in a 
plane crash in Florida, January 25, 
1943. Served in U.S. Naval Reserves 
as a Naval aviator. Awarded Ameri- 
can Service ribbon and World War II 
Victory medal. 


Hillard, Warren L. (Ensign): Entered 
service February 4, 1943; killed in 
action on USS Bunker Hill, May 11, 
1945. Served with Mitcher’s Task 
Force on Iwo Jima and Okinawa. 
Awarded Purple Heart, Air Medal, 
Gold Star in lieu of fourth Air Medal. 
Posthumously promoted to Lieutenant 
(jg). Buried at sea. 


Greenstreet, William P. (PFC): En- 
tered service August 31, 1944; killed 
in action on Okinawa, June 11, 1945. 
Served with Company I, 381st Infan- 
try, 96th Division in the Pacific the- 
atre. Served in Hawaiian Islands, 
Marianas and Okinawa. Received 
training at Camp Roberts, California. 


Hinds, Otto, Jr. (Lt.): Entered serv- 
ice January 16, 1941; died of wounds 
received in Yugoslavia, July 20, 1944. 
Served with 301 Bomb. Group, 353 
Bomb, Squadron, in the ETO. Award- 
ed Purple Heart, Silver Star and Air 
Medal with two Oak-leaf Clusters. 
Body was returned and re-buried in 
Greenlawn cemetery, July 9, 1949. 


He was hit by a Japanese sniper and 
passed away in a short time. Purple 
Heart was awarded after his death. 


Hughes, Ralph E. (C W/O): Entered 


Hakanson, Clyde R. (PFC): Entered 
service September, 1942. Was killed in 
action August 3, 1944, in the European 
theatre. Served with Headquarters 
Company, 2 Bn., 32nd Armored Regi- 
ment, 3rd Armored Division, in Nor- 
mandy. Awarded Purple Heart. 


service September 25, 1929; lost his 
life in the Southwest Pacific theatre, 
July 4, 1943. Served with Headquar- 
ters and Headquarters Squadron, 3rd 
Bomb. Group in New Guinea. Award- 
ed Asiatic-Pacific ribbon, Legion of 
Merit, American Defense ribbon and 
other awards. 


Jenkins, John David (MM 2/c): En- 
tered service December 29, 1941; was 
reported lost on October 29, 1943, after 
completing six patrol missions off 
Honshu Island, supposedly killed by 
Japanese mine. Served in Marshall 
Islands, Wake Island, Honshu and 
Japan. Was in battle of Midway. 
Awarded Asiatic-Pacific ribbon, Purple 
Heart and World War II Victory 
medal. 


La Brue, George Raymond (Cpl.): 
Entered service July 3, 1942; was 
killed in action while serving on the 
island of Saipan, June 15, 1944. Served 
with Company E, 6th Marines, in the 
Southwest Pacific theatre. Served in 
battles for Guadalcanal, Tarawa and 
Saipan. Awarded Purple Heart, Asi- 
atic-Pacific ribbon. Body was returned 
to Pratt for re-burial, December, 1948. 
A lighted cross was dedicated to his 
memory in the Christian Church of 
Pratt of which he was a member. 


Kinder, Dale K. (S 2/c): Entered 
service December, 1944; died in June, 
1945, at Treasure Island. Served with 
U.S. Navy on USS Buckingham at 
Treasure Island and in the Pacific the- 
atre at Iwo Jima and the Marshall 
Islands. Awarded American Theatre 
ribbon, Asiatic-Pacific ribbon and 
American Defense ribbon. Body was 
buried at Greenlawn. 


Lee, Leon E. (Ensign): Entered serv- 
ice July 29, 1942; was killed in action 
piloting a “Hell Cat’ in the Pacific. 
Was reported missing October, 1944. 
Served with Operation Department, 
“E,” Navy 3237, in the Pacific theatre. 


King, Robert M. (1st Lt.): Entered 
service in 1942; was reported missing 
in China, May 24, 1944. Body was 
later found in the mountains and was 
inaccessible to be returned. Served 
with 308 Bomb. Group, 373 Bomb. 
Squadron, 14th Air Force, in the 
China-Burma-India theatre. Awarded 
Distinguished Flying Cross, Air Medal, 
Purple Heart, CBI ribbon and Asiatic- 
Pacific ribbon. 


Leonhardt, Dale E. (Cpl.): Entered 
service September 4, 1942; was 
drowned in a swimming accident at 
Watertown, South Dakota, where he 
was stationed. He served as a drill 
instructor at Sheppard Field, Texas, 
and was transferred to Chanute Field, 
Ill., where he graduated from vehicle 
operator maintenance school. He was 
then transferred to Eglin Field, Fla., 
where he served in the motor pool and 
transportation section as a_ skilled 
motor mechanic. He was transferred 
to Watertown Air Base on May 5, 1944, 
where he was serving at the time of 
his death. He is buried at Natrona. 


Lesley, Cloyce M. (Cpl.): Entered 
service February 1, 1943; was killed 
in action May 24, 1944, in the ETO. 
Served with Company I, 347th Infan- 
try. Was reported missing and later 
reported killed. Awarded ETO ribbon, 
Purple Heart and World War II Vic- 
tory medal. 


Kile, John W. (PFC): Entered service 
September 10, 1942; was reported 
killed in action in the Pacific theatre, 
June 26, 1943. Served with Company 
E, 127th Infantry, 32nd Division. 


Krug, Billy Forrest (Sgt.): Entered 
service April 24, .1943; was reported 
killed in action in an airplane crash 
while returning from a bombing mis- 
sion in England near Cambridge,

Roush, Alfred Le Roy (PFC): Entered 
service February 8, 1943; was killed 
in action in the battle of the Sieg- 
fried Line in taking Gereonsweiler, 
Germany, November 30, 1944. Was a 
member of Company M, of the 2nd 
platoon, and was performing as pla- 
toon messenger. Was killed by enemy 
fire while delivering a message for 
his company commander, from shell 
fragments during an enemy artillery 
barrage. Awarded Purple Heart. Body 
was returned and re-buried at Pleas- 
ant Valley cemetery, Preston, Kansas, 
October 24, 1948. 


Poland, Gene W. (A/C): Entered 
service February 21, 1943; was killed 
in a plane collision at Independence, 
Kansas, Air Base, March 25, 1944. 


Samples, Tommy Allen (Y 1/c): En- 
tered service February 21, 1942; was 
killed in action in the Pacific theatre, 
November, 1944. Served with U.S.

Sims, William Richard (PFC): En- 
tered service September 11, 1943; was 
killed April 28, 1945, in the battle of 
Okinawa in the Pacific theatre. Served 
with U.S. Army. Awarded Purple 
Heart and Silver Star and citation 
for bravery beyond the call of duty 
in evacuating wounded from battle 


1948. 


Stegman, Stanley G. (Blackie) (PFC): 
Entered service February 15, 1944; 
was killed aboard an airplane carrier 
in the Pacific theatre off Okinawa, 
May 11, 1945. Body was returned and 
re-buried at Greenlawn cemetery. 
Served with the U. S. Marine Corps. 


Stokes, Virgil P. (S/Sgt.): Entered 
service February 21, 1941; was killed 
in action in Europe, September 24, 
1944. Served with Company D, 320th 
Infantry, 35th Division, in France 
and Germany.

Body was returned to 
the U.S. and buried in a military
